1. Document Dl is considered the prior art closest to 
the subject matter of claim 1. It discloses (the 
references between parentheses refer to Dl) : 



a body for sliding on snow (figure 1) having a 
split sliding surface which consists of two 
sliding parts (figure 8(2)) and a longitudinal 
ridge (figure 8) . 



The subject matter of claim 1 therefore differs 
from the known body for sliding on snow in that 
lateral gaps are provided between the sliding 
parts and the cross-piece and in that the 
transitional areas from the longitudinal ridge to 
the front and rear area of the base part have 
radii . 



Consequently, the subject matter of claim 1 is 
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novel (PCX Article 33(2)). 



These features achieve greater flexibility and 
simultaneously allow for damping. 

Claims 2-4 are dependent on claim 1 and therefore 
likewise meet the PCX requirements for novelty and 
invent i ve step . 
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
